T h i r d D u y ’a P r o c e e d in g s o f t h e G r a n d 
P a r l o r . 
N e v a d a C ity , A pril 20th.—A t to-day’s 
session the am endm ent to th e constitution 
providing th at subordinate Parlors m ay be 
instituted outside th e State, w hich m atter 
had been laid over from last year, was 
m ade the special order for to-m orrow . 
T he C om m ittee on Appeals reported on 
th e decisions rendered by the G rand Presi­ 
dent during th e past vear. 
T he Com m it­ 
tee reversed th e decision of th e G rand 
President in relation to the eligibility of 
candidates w ho can n eith er read nor write, 
they having been decided not eligible.

during the year preceding th e session. 
Also against an am endm ent providing for 
th e paym ent of $150 per m onth to the 
G rand Lecturer, and traveling expenses.

T he C om m ittee on Laws and Supervision 
reported against the recom m endation of a 
change in the regulation hat.

in favor of a resolution that no Parlor be 
instituted in San Francisco unless fifty per­ 
sons are present.

W a s h in g to n , A pril 20th.—R epresenta­ 
tives of a large num ber of business in ter­ 
ests centering in Boston were present in 
th e room of the Interstate Com m ission this 
m orning, and th e hearing of th e argum ent 
occupied the greater part of the day. 
W m . 
H . Lincoln, agent of a line of transatlantic 
steam ers, said, under oath, th at th e whole 
business of Boston, both local and export, 
was involved in this m atter of a change in 
th e rates w hich the interstate com m erce 
bill had brought into effect. Boston was 
th e second point of th e co u n tiv in the 
am o u n t of exports an d im ports. T his trade 
had all been built up on th e basis of equal­ 
ity w ith New Y ork on rates. 
New Y ork’s 
advantage, in spite of this equality, was 
such th at th e average rate of ocean freights 
d uring the last season had been from a 
penny to a penny aud a h a lf in her favor. 
T his question was of such im portance th at 
he had cabled his people in Liverpool to 
delay the sailing of a steam ship w hich was 
about to sail u n til th e m atter was settled. 
H e knew th a t other iines had done the 
sam e. 
T he through rate from Chicago to 
Liverpool to-day was less th an th e local 
rate from Chicago to Boston. 
O ther com plaints were ot about the sam e 
nature.

A GOOD PLAN. 


The two organizations of the order 
known as the “ Woman’s R elief Corps” 
which are located in this city, have hit 
upon a capital plan for a local improve­ 
ment, and for advancing a worthy work. 
They propose that the “ Woman’s Relief 
Corps of the Department of California ” 
shall locate the “ H om e” for the wives, 
widows and mothers of soldiers, sailors 
and marines of the army and navy, in 
Sacramento. ^ 
accomplish this end, they 
ask that the chief historic plat and build­ 
ing in this city—and second in interest to 
no other in the State—shall be rescued 
from neglect and the bats, and turned over, 
for the purpose indicated, to the proper 
parties. 
Sutter's Fort is now but a tenantless 
old rookery, a shame to the State and city, 
and an eyesore to all Californians who 
look ujion it. 
It is located upon a fine, 
high piece of ground, admirably situated. 
To buy this bit of ground and transfer it 
to the Woman’s Corps for the erection 
upon it of the proposed “ Home,” is what 
the ladies ask Sacramentans to do, and is 
precisely what they should do. 
The old 
fort-house can be restored at small cost and 
converted into a neat chapel or assembly- 
room, and thus preserved as the last re­ 
m aining relic of the early occupation of 
this section hv people of the far East. 
The grounds, adorned with the “ Home ” 
building, will become more and more 
deeply invested w ith historic interest as 
the years roll by. 
W ithout improvement, 
they are becoming more and more a public 
disgrace. 
< )ut from Sutter’s fort went the men who 
found gold in the hills near by, and turned 
to these short's the most marvelous tide of 
immigration know to American history. At 
Sutter’s Fort was the earliest shelter found 
for the incoming current of humanity that 
swept over the mountains into the new 
territory and made California a State. At 
Sutter’s Fort were sheltered the men who 
laid the foundations of our after business 
enterprise. 
It was here that the Ameri­ 
can Hag was first conqueringly unfurled in 
the Sacramento valley. 
It was the focal 
point for American civilization under tire 
new order of things, 
it ought not to drop 
wholly out of existence and remain only 
a historical memory. 
The old flags, the 
old cannon, and many a relic of Sutter's 
to r t the pioneers of the State have stored 
away. 
They ought to be brought out and 
returned to the remaining building of the 
post, when it is once repaired and put into 
good condition, and forever given over to 
the custody of the patriotic body of men 
and wcinen who are enrolled in the Grand 
Arm y and the Relief Corps. 
Some years ago the Pioneer Societies of 
the State held a convention in this city to 
arrange details for the restoration of the 
fort. 
Though some §20,000 was pledged 
to the work at once, nothing came of it. 
The Pioneers will unquestionably render 
aid now to any effort our citizens may 
make to secure the property. 
Probably the agitation of the subject 
will advance the price of the plat some­ 
what, but at the utmost it cannot cost a 
sum at all formidable. Sacramento’s citi­ 
zens and the Pioneers should buy Sutter’s 
Fort and give it free of all incumbrance 
for the proposed “Home.” Should that not 
I* erected, still the people of Sacramento 
should buy the place and make it at least 
presentable, that we may point out the 
historic spot to strangers w ithout blushing 
for shame.

OF BOSSISM. 


A correspondent, writing from Ama 
dor county, commends and criticises the 
expressions of the R ec o r d -U n io n of the 
9th instant upon “ bossism ” in politics. 
He assumes that because we desire bossism 
to become “ wholly odious,” and yet to 
begin reform w ithin party lines, we are 
therefore insincere. 
H is predicate is that 
eradication of bossism means, possibly, the 
death of one or both of the great political 
parties. 
Following this up, the corre­ 
spondent concludes that because this jour­ 
nal has Republican predilections it must 
cease its warfare upon bossism as soon as 
the assault endangers party success. 
Our 
correspondent has read the R e c o r d- I 'n io n 
to little purpose if he has not been aware 
of the fact th at it has uniformly, these 
many years, leveled its shafts at bossism, 
in whatever party it has developed. Boss­ 
ism has no politics; the cause of the bosses 
is common, and party issues do not divide 
them in purpose. But it is fallacious to say 
that the suppression of an evil means the 
death of the party upon which it has 
fastened. 
Party represents principles re­ 
lating tonational policies, to human rights, 
to 
the 
progressiveness 
of 
the 
plan 
of self-government and the maintenance 
of human 
freedom and liberty under 
law. 
Bossism 
is fungus, 
excrescent, 
wholly 
unrelated 
to 
principle, 
and 
concerns itself with party only as a means 
to ends not contemplated by party pur­ 
pose. 
To assume that the excision of boss­ 
ism must involve party destruction is to 
proceed from false premises. W hen con­ 
scientious men are for party, it is be­ 
cause they believe it best represents na­ 
tional advantage and progress, and best 
conserves human rights and the welfare 
of society. 
Our correspondent shoots over 
the mark entirely when he assumes that 
there cannot be reform w ithin party w ith­ 
out condemnation of the party. 
In truth 
it can begin nowhere else. 
If there is or­ 
ganization against bossism outside of the 
two great parties, that becomes immedi­ 
ately a third party and will need all its 
courage and skill to prevent bosses devel­ 
oping w ithin it. 
We reaffirm that the 
way to the making of bossism wholly odi­ 
ous is through the assertion of the moral 
sense of the men in party who are not of 
the bossism of the party. 
Reform does 
not necessarily imply violent revolution. 
We believe, for instance, th at bossism is 
odious in the eyes of most men, and that 
the bone and sinew of party abhor it; but 
it is not necessary, in order to be logical, 
th at they should be advised to abandon 
party to the bosses.

The 
burden of proof is upon the claimants.

In the case of Mining Company vs. Con­ 
solidated Mining Company, U. S. Reports 
Supreme Court 102, page' 1G7, it was held 
that the grant of the sixteenth and thirty- 
sixth sections of public laud to the State 
ot California for school purposes made by 
the Act of March 3, 1853 (10 stat., 240), was 
not intended to cover mineral lands. Such 
lands were by the settled policy of the 
General Government excluded from all 
grants. 
The Legislature of this State seems to 
have taken the same view of the matter, 
and on March 4, 1881, adopted a resolution 
urging Congress to pass an Act granting 
the State to select other lands in lieu of 
sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections found to 
be mineral land.

Deeming it inadvisable for the State to 
issue evidence of title to lands for which it 
has no title, I shall decline to receive any 
applications for mineral lands under said 
Act of March 28, 1874, unless directed todo 
so by a Court of competent jurisdiction.

syphillis, a n d o th e r poisons th a t are g erm in ated !

T hese poisons k eep th e in te rn a l lin in g m em ­ 
b ran e of th e nose in a co n stan t state o f irrita ­

A MOVABLE LOTTERY. 
The H old (Jam e P layed Upon a F arm er, 
and Very N early w ith Success. 
A well-known farmer, who has resided in 
the vicinity of Florin for many years, was 
visited a week or two ago by an elderly 
stranger, who made arrangements to board 
with him for a while and have his team 
cared for. The visitor made himself at 
home, and appeared to be correct in all 
respects. Day before yesterday the farmer 
started to town with him in a buggy, and 
on the way met a man whom the '‘ board­ 
er, ’ as he may be designated, greeted as an 
old friend, and was very glad to see. In­ 
troductions were in order, and the new­ 
comer, who was a very affable person, nar­ 
rated where he had been and what 
he was doing, his present business 
being that of agent for a lottery. He 
explained that, according to its system, 
a drawing could take place and prizes be 
cashed anywhere, and producing some 
cards he mixed them up and invited 
“Boarder” to draw one. A card was se­ 
lected, and, on being turned over, the lot­ 
tery man declared that it drew $5, and pro­ 
ducing that amount from his pocket, he 
tendered that amount in payment, but sud­ 
denly recollecting himself, declared that 
under the rule of the lottery he could not 
pay it to the winner unless the latter 
could show $10, for it would never do to 
let altogether impecunious individuals 
“buck” at the game. “Boarder” gave ocu­ 
lar proof that he was possessed of the 
amount required, and received his prize. 
The farmer, who had been an interested 
spectator, was then invited to draw a card. 
He did so, and the dealer appeared to be 
thunder-struck. “I declare! that breaks 
me, sir. The card calls for $1,200. But 
then I always pay,” and he pro­ 
duced from his pocket a big roll of bills, 
counted out about $100, then recollected 
himself as before, and remarked, “ You’ll 
have to excuse me, but I cannot pay you 
this money unless I am convinced that 
you are the owner of $1,000 beside.” 
Boarder” vouched for the farmer’s finan­ 
cial standing, and seemed very anxious 
that he should receive the money. It was 
finally arranged that the parties would have 
a settlement next day. Accordingly yes 
terday morning the farmer and “ Boarder” 
came to the city that the former might get 
$500 from friends. “Boarder” having agreed 
to let him have a similar amount himself. 
When the farmer explained to his friends 
what he wanted to do with the money, 
however, they immediately scented an old­ 
time swindle in a new form, and cautioned 
him to take advice of the District Attorney 
before going further. They accompanied 
him to the office of that official, who of 
course expressed the opinion that a scheme 
was being worked to rob him. By that 
time he made up his mind to the same 
effect. On leaving Mr. Bruner’s office he 
went to the place where he was to meet 
“ Boarder” with the team, but that gentle­ 
man was nowhere to be seen, and it was 
surmised that he had seen the party going 
into the Court-house, and did not care to 
wait and possibly make the acquaintance 
of the Sheriff It is suspected that if the 
farmer had got the money he would have 
been relieved of it in some manner 
before he reached home, or it would have 
been taken from his house afterwards. 
The W eather. 
The weather throughout the upper por­ 
tion of the State yesterday was unsettled, 
but generally with indications of clearing 
up. Tuesday and Tuesday night the rain­ 
fall wa? very heavy on the Shasta Division 
of the California and Oregon Railroad, and 
also on the hill, the precipitation at Colfax 
and Emigrant »iap amounting to 2 inches 
at each place. About a foot of snow fell at 
the Summit. Sacramento and Marysville 
appear to have had less rain than any of 
the places from which reports have been 
received. Sergeant Uarwick reports that 
the averago Signal Service temperature in 
Sacramento yesterday was 56.9°, which is 
1.5° warmer than the average temperature 
for nine years on the 20th of April. The 
rainfall up to 4 a. m. yesterday was .05 of 
an inch, making 13 97 inches for this sea­ 
son, as against 32.20 inches toan equal date 
last year. The highest and lowest temper­ 
ature was t>4° and 51°, with fresh southerly 
winds and weather clear to fair and clear.

PROTESTANT ORPHAN ASYLUM. 
A nnual M eet'njj o f the A ssociation—E lec­ 
tion o f Officers—The K indergarten. 
The Sacramento Protestant Orphan As­ 
sociation was organized in June, 18G7. 
The Asylum, a fine three-story frame 
building, is located on the block bounded 
by K and L, Eighteenth and Nineteenth 
streets. During the twenty years of its ex­ 
istence it has cared for hundreds of orphan 
children, has educated them, given them 
good homes and fitted them for battle with 
the cold world when they arrived at the age 
when they could go forth and do for them­ 
selves. Too much credit cannot be given 
to those noble-hearted and self-denying 
women who have looked after the institu­ 
tion with iuch jealous care and devotion. 
Yesterday the Association held its annual 
meeting in the parlors of the Congrega­ 
tional Church, Rev. Mr. Merrill presiding. 
The attendance was large and much inter­ 
est manifested in the affairs of the Associ­ 
ation. Officers for the ensuing year were 
elected, as follows : President, Mrs. Dr. M. 
F. Clayton: Vice-President, Mrs. F. W. 
Fratt; Secretary, Mrs.. W. H. Hobby; 
Treasurer, Mrs. C. E. Paine. Four addi­ 
tional members ol the Board of Managers 
were elected, as follows: Mrs. Prentiss 
Smith, Mrs. R. C. Irvine, Mrs. O. P. Good­ 
hue and Mrs. C. P. Massey. 
A motion was adopted appointing Frank 
Miller and E. K. Alsip a committee to ex­ 
pert the books of the Association, and 
their report to be entered upon the min­ 
utes as a portion of the proceedings of the 
annual meeting. 
A motion prevailed authorizing the 
Board of Managers to employ a competent 
teacher to open a kindergarten tchool in 
the new apartments provided for that pur­ 
pose. 
There are hundreds of citizens in this 
city who know of this most worthy insti­ 
tution who do not, but no doubt would 
like to, contribute toward its maintenance. 
All who feel so disposed and wish to be­ 
come contributing members can make the 
necessary arrangements by calling upon 
either of the worthy ladies who compose 
its Board of Managers. No one who has ever 
visited this home for the orphan, and lias 
seen the nob'.e and humane work being 
accomplished therein, will refuse—it they 
can do so without injury to themselves—to 
contribute their mite towards its support. 
Fo’.lowine is the report of the Board of 
Managers for the past year: 
The Board of Managers beg leave to present 
to the association the following, being their 
twentieth yearly report: 
At the commencement of the year there were 
149 children in the asylum : during the year 67 
have been adm itted; placed in homes of taken 
by friends, 63; one death has occurred. Re- . 
m aining in the asylum, 152. Of this number, 70 j 
are girls and 82 arc boys, their ages ranging . 
from 21 m onths to 16 years. The older boys as 
well as girls assist in the work of the kitchen, 
dining-room, dormitories, sewing and mendlng- 
rooms. 
The counties of California at present repre­ 
sented, are Sacramento. Yuba, I resno, El Do­ 
rado. Amador, Placer. Teham a, Nevada, Yolo, 
San Francisco, Santa liarbara, Santa Clara, So­ 
noma. Lake and Butte ; States, Territories and 
countries outside of California, are Massachu­ 
setts, Missouri, Nevada, Colorado. New York, 
Iowa, Illinois, Kansas. Michigan, Oregon, Cana­ 
da, Mexico, New Zealand, and Switzerland. 
The school still continues under the direct 
control of the City Board of Education, which 
also furnishes all school supplies. The present 
num ber of scholars enrolled is 116, an increase 
of 11 since the comm encement of the school 
year. October 4th. The Sabbath-sehool holds its 
sessions in the school-room each Sabbath after­ 
noon, and has a large attendance. George Shoe­ 
m aker is superintendent, and Miss Brothers has 
charge c f the infant departm ent. Visitors are 
always welcome at these gatherings. 
The sanitary condition of the premises, ami 
upon which the health of the inm ates almost 
wholly depends, was never better than during 
the past year, consequently there has been but 
little sickness. 
Our matron, w ith the help of her assistants, 
has faithfully and untiringly discharged the on­ 
erous duties of her position, striving to improve 
the moral and physical condition of the chil­ 
dren by staring their m inds with principles of 
right, and giving them an abundance of healthy 
exercise for the developm ent of their physical 
frames. Our receipts for the year have" been 
$13,367 42. Of this amouut, we have received 
from the State, 53,908; m onthly subscriptions, 
SI.241 SO: annual subscriptions. S71 50: dona­ 
tions. Í179 25; rent for school building. 850: first 
payment on sale of cemetery lot, S76: friends of 
children, 81,817 50; sundries, 821 67. Total, S13,- 
367 42. 
We have great reason to thank the State, our 
subscribers and the public generally for the verv 
substantial m anner in which they have assisted 
us in carrying on our noble work’ 
Improvements have not been extensive, as 
our means will not perm it of outlay beyond ne­ 
cessity. The grounds are becom ing more beau­ 
tiful each year through the kindness of Mr. 
W arr. who gives his tim e m ornings and even­ 
ings to the needed work. 
Donations of half-worn clothing, fruit and 
vegetables have been frequent and of very ac­ 
ceptable quality. Drs Light, Shaw, Brunc and 
McGill have also donate! valuable services. 
The Third-street Ice Company have very kindly 
furnished ice. 
The names of the m any who have kindly and 
generously contributed <">f tlieir m eans have re 
ceived our acknowledgm ents from time to time 
through the press: they have also found a place 
on our records and in our hearts 
We feel in duty bound to speak of the Christ­ 
mas entertainm ent, gotten up by Mr. Charles 
Prodger. It was held in the school-room, which 
was very prettily decorated. A large num ber of 
friends of the children were present. The pro­ 
gramme, which consisted of recitations, vocal 
and instrumenta', music, was well carried out. 
and reflected m uch credit upon the participants 
Books, toys, pop corn and candy were distrib­ 
uted without stint, and the pleasure of the lit­ 
tle ones was a rare sight to looker: - in. 
We have not deemed it necessary to enter 
into detail as regards the kindergarten which 
has recently been added to the school-building, 
it having been previously reported through the 
press. 
The Managers desire to thank one and all 
who have in any way. however small, contrib­ 
uted to our needs. We ask you to visit the 
Home, and see and judge for yourselves of the 
worthiness of this charity. 
The Treasurer’s report showed receipts 
and disbursements as follows : State aid, 
$9.903; collections and subscriptions, $3,­

CASEY’S CASE. 
H e 
-T h e 
A sks for a R eduction o f B ail 
Jail-U reaklng E pisode. 
Yesterday in Department Two of the Su­ 
perior Court T. C. Casey, who is lodged in 
the county jail awaiting trial for burglar­ 
izing rooms at the Golden Eagle Hotel last 
State-Fair time, moved through his coun­ 
sel, Grove L. Johnson, for a reduction of 
his bail, which is at present $3,000 in each 
of the cases against him. District Attor­ 
ney Bruner objected to the reduction, on 
the ground that Casey had been to some 
extent connected with the recent jail-break­ 
ing of Cox and Van Kleek, the report Be­ 
ing that he and others not only knew of 
the intention of those men to cscape, but 
that there was a scheme on foot for several 
to take French leave, after “doing up” 
Jailer Hlair. For this reason Sberitf Drew 
ordered Casey into close confinement. 
That some information upon this head 
might be obtained, several witnesses were 
sworn at yesterday’s hearing. Casey was 
the first. He emphatically denied having 
known anything about the intention of 
Cox and Van Kleek to escape, or of the in­ 
tent of any others to do so. He declared 
that he had never desired to make such an 
effort himself, but if he liad be could have 
got out long ago, as opportunities had been 
abundant, including one on Christmas 
eve. when George Craw, who was acting as 
jailer, got helplessly drunk and left the 
door of the jail and the Sheriff's office un­ 
locked. Casey alleges that he aroused the 
drunken man and assisted him to lock up. 
He said he had a letter from Van Kleek, 
written since the latter’s recapture, in 
which he (Casey) wc3 asked not to believe 
everything he heard relative to the escape, 
and that Van Kleek would tell the facts 
and exonerate Casey if called upon to tes­ 
tify.Sheriff Drew testified that be had ordered 
Casey into close confinement on hearing 
the reports relative to his complicity in 
the escapes. He got his information con­ 
cerning the alleged conspiracy from 
Deputy Sheriff Lee, who told him that he 
heard it from B. U. Steinman. 
The 
Sheriff said that only a few days ago Cox 
had sent for him and said that there was 
talk of another escape. Cox claimed to 
have heard Casey, Bannett and others 
plotting together, and they were to “ do 
up 
Deputy Sheriff Connors some night 
and flee. 
Another plot was to lock 
Deputy Sheriff Blair in a cell when he 
was on watch. 
The Sheriff admitted that 
Casey had been a model prisoner. 
Cox was brought into Court and put 
upon the stand. His testimony was direct 
tbat Casey had not any knowledge of his 
(Cox s) intention to escape. Witness stated 
that he had not participated in the conver­ 
sation he had spoken to Sheriff Drew 
about, but Bennett, Van Kleek and others 
had.Deputy Sheriff Connors' testimony was 
the effect that Casey did not associate 
with Ilennett and the others mentioned. 
Mr. Johnson asked that Messrs. Lee and 
Steinman be brought into Court, that it 
might be ascertained from whom their in­ 
formation was obtained, but the Court 
thought it unnecessary. There appeared 
to be no evidence establishing that Casey 
had anything to do whatever with the jail- 
breaking, but citizens had acted properly 
in giving the Sheriff the benefit of any in­ 
formation they had, and the Sheriff was 
right, under the circumstances, in guard­ 
ing Casey carefully. The Court intimated 
its intention of considering the matter of 
the motion for a reduction of bail outside 
of any relation to the escapes, and only 
upon the basis of the testimony taken at 
the preliminary examination, and would 
hold the subject under advisement pending 
“ study of that testimony.
